EARLY IRISH MANUSCRIPTS.—Yester- 
day, at the Royal Irish Academy, Dawson 
street, Dublin, Sir Frederick Moore, Vice- 
President in the chair,a paper by Miss Olive 
Armstrong, M.A., was read on '' MSS. of the 
Modus Penendi Parliamentum in Dublin 
University." There are four MSS. of the 
Modua Tenenai Parliamentum in Dublin 
University, she said; two of them relate to 
England and two to Ireland. Of the former, 
one is A fifteenth century transcript on parch- 
ment, the other a late transcript on paper. 
The two copies of the Modus for Ireland 
closely resemble an old MS. owned in the 
seventeenth century by Dopping, Bishop of 
Meath, which cannot now be found. Although 
this early original is lost, its migration through 
Ireland can be t from Cashel, where it 
was first deposited, to Clare, Trim, Water- 
ford, and Meath. Finally, the last record of 
it is at Dublin in 1698. Sinee then it seems 
to have disappeared. Until it is found, these 
two transcripts in Dublin University remain 
the earliest known MSS. of the Modus for 
Ireland.

While the operations will 
continue to be largely educational, embracing 
lectures, demonstrations, exhibits, etc., actual 
‘spring cleaning ’’ will receive a much greater 
amount of attention than was devoted to it In 
former “ Clean-up Weeks.’’ In short, a definite 
opportunity will be afforded to every man, 
woman and child who can help to prove his or 
her civic pride and interest in beautifying 
Greater Dublin. Health administrators have 
frequently stated that public health work re- 
quires for its complete success the approval 
and co-operation of the individual members of 
the community. The Executive Committee of 
the Civic Brightening-up Guild hope that 
“Clean-up Week’’ will arouse a much-needed 
intelligent interest in health questions amongst 
all classes and, by focussing public attention 
on such matters, make them, if offy for 
‘Clean-up Week,” real live topics of public 
concern, and thus secure increased support for 
the official and voluntary authorities. The 
Committee also hope that ‘‘Clean-up Week ” 
will awaken and emphasise the importance of 
civic patriotism and individual responsibility 
in developing a strong esthetic public opinion 
for the attainment of the city beantiful. 

The Guild is enlisting the active help of the 
Ciovernment, municipal authorities, the Press, 
clergy, teachers, cinematograph managers, em- 
ployers, trade unions, medical and nursing pro- 
feasions, ete., and by all heartily co-operating 
hand in hand with unselfish enthusiasm it 1s 
hoped to secure the common end in view. 

The Executive Committee will meet in the 
Oak Room, Mansion, House, on Friday, the 
15th instant. at 4 p.m., to further consider 
the details of the several works to be included 
in the programme and to appoint the neces- 
sarv committees. In the unavoidable absence 
of the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, who has 
kindly lent the use of the Oak Room, Alder- 
man J. Hubbard Clark, High Sheriff, is actin 
as Chairman of the Executive Committee.

EPISCOPAL ELECTIONS, 

TO THER EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The - present system of episcopal 
election has now been tried by the Church 
of Ireland for more than fifty years, and, a8 
far as one can judge, there seems to be & 
general consenstis of opinion that it is far 
from ideal. A few years ago the subject was 
more or less fully discussed, and it was felt 
by many that a better and more répresenta- 
tive mode was not impossible of solution. An 
obvious, not to say glarihg, defect in the 
present system is that the diocese alone is 
represented in an election that concerns the 
whole Church. The late Primate was 
accustomed to impress upon electors the fact 
that, in making their selection for episcopal 
referment, they should bear in mind that « 
bishop is not only a bishop of a diocese, 
but a bishop of the whole Church. If this 
saying of the late Archbishop is true-end I 
am certain few would gainsay it—then the 
whole Church of Ireland should manifestly 
have a larger voice in such elections than it 
has had hitherto. i 

How to effect this equitably is another 
question. In the case of a nomination to an 
incumbeacy provision is made for the due 
representation of both parish and diocese, and 
the most parochially minded among us agree 
to the fairness of such a provision. Is there, 
one might ask, any edequate reason that the 
same principle should not be observed in 
episcopal elections—i.e., in having both the 
Diocesan and General Synoda represented? 
in this way the episcopal element, which in 
our present system is ignored, would find 
adequate representation. Surely it is not too 


much to say that the Bench of Bishops should 


have some voice in the election of a b 


bishop? One is almost tempted to think that

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Pierre Loti. 


France has lost one of her most charming 
and most imaginative men of letters, the 
veteran Pierre Lott. Louis Marie Julien 
Viaud—to give him the real name by 
which he was so little known—was born 
at Rochefort seventy-three years ago. 
Entering the French } at the age of 
seventeen, he showed his ability as a sailor 
and was promoted rapidly, getting his 
first ship and the rank of lieutenant at 
the age of thirty-one, The roaming life of 
the sea gave his imaginative pen just the 
inspiration that it needed. His first story 
appeared in a French newspaper in 1873, 
and by the time when he got his ship he 
had written two of his best known novels, 
“ Le Mariage de Loti’’ and “ Le Roman d'un 
Spahi.’’ Afterwards he produced an 
astonishing number of beautifully written 
romances and essays, gathering new colour 
and atmosphere from every part of the 
globe to which his naval] service took him. 
An artist of the senses as well as of the 
pen, Loti was very much of an Oriental, 
thinking nothing of idealism as the 
striving Western world understands it. 
but ever seeking ont new values 
in the pkeasures of the Pierre 
Loti painted life and colour and beauty 
in words as on a glowing canvas. 
Alfogether he wrote some twenty-five 
romances and collections of impressions, 
of which about ten have been translated 
into English. France he loved and served. 
but she had no artistic message for him. 
Always the East called him and drew 
from his gifted pen the best that the artist 
in him had to offer.

Closed Doors. 

Yesterday The Times published a noiice 
of the recent acquisition of valuable 
Roman glass, pottery and other objects 
by the British Museum. There is no 
doubt that the British Museum is one of 
the finest in the world: any collector— 
whether his fancy be for postage stamps, 
china or manuscripts—can spend many 
hours of enjoyment in that building. The 
most important function of a museum, 
however, is that it shall provide interest 
for persons less fortunately placed than 
the collector, who can afford to pay ior 
his pleasure. We have here in Dublin a 
collection which, if not equal to that in 
London, is able, at any rate, to compete 
with any of its size.

GOOD TOURIST SEASON IF 
PEACE CONTINUES. 


On Sunday well over 200 visitors from the 
United States landed from the liner Cedric 
at Queenstown for a holiday in Ireland. Most 
of them left the country years ago as emi- 
grants, and have saved up for the longed-for 
trip to the homeland. 

‘The greater number of the 
went to County Roscommon, the others being 
distributed between Clare and Tipperary, 
except for half a dozen or so who went 
North. These latter on their arrival in Dub- 
lin yesterday were met at the Kingsbridge by 
a contingent of jarveys, who mado an at- 
tempt to conceal their excitement at the 
return of the “ good old times,” when there? 
was money to he made in the American 
tourist traffic. Although there was nothing 
like a harvest to be reaped yesterday, the 
jarveys were by no means dissatisfied. for 
they believe the six North-bound Irish- 
Americans are as sure an indication .of a 
flood of American dollars as the coming 0; 
the swallows is the harbinger of summer. 

One of the visitors with whom an Irish 
Times representative had a short interview 
at the Kingsbridge Terminus, said that he 
was going to County Monaghan for a six 
weeks’ stay. This was his first sight of the 
old country since his departure twenty years 
ago for the States. He said there were many 
Irish-Americans contemplating a trip to Ire- 
land this year. but there would have been 
an avalanche ‘if had finished up your 
shooting three months ago.*’ 

He indicated that tourist agencies in the 
States had been “ boostinge’’ the charms of 
Norway to such effect that many who would 
have chosen Ireland as their holiday ground 
had things been normal were making the trip 
to Norway instead. The recent ood news 
from Ireland. however, was bound to tell 
with those who had not completed their book- 
ing atrangements, and he believed that the 
month of August would see a Jarge number 
of Irish- Americaps over here, adding that 
many were bound to come “if only to see 
what you have been doing to yourselves over 
here.”

that a week ago the musicians were notified of 
an early cancellation of their engagements. 

The dispute began many weeks ago, and 
negotiations were progressing until May 22nd, 
when they ceased abruptly. Then, at a con- 
ference at the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, the employers submitted a draft agree- 
ment as their “ last word in the matter.’ 
The workers, by a large majority, voted 
against acceptance, and on June 2nd the 
Theatre and Kinema Aassociation served a 
notice to the effect that all places of entertain- 
ment would be closed if the emplovés were 
not prepared to work under the new condi 


ons. 

Under the draft agreement reductions would 
take place of 2s. 6d. per weele in the wages 
of all women cleaners employed at the 
theatres, and of 15 per cent. and 12) per 
cent.—according to the standing of the 
theatres—in the payments to part. time 
workers. The latter include bar attendants, 
checkers, ushers, and stage workers. 

In the case of the cinema workers, the draft 
agreement, according to the employers, calls 
for a radical change in the condition of em- 
ployment, involving reduced payments, and 
depriving the workers of certain rights 
eculiar to the trade, which had become estab- 
lished by custom, and were recognised in the 
previous agreement.

| A STRIKE INCIDENT AT 
DUNGARVAN,

HOW THE CREAMERIES 
ARE WORKED.

FROM Over SPECAL Cornesronpexr. 
WATERFORD, Monday. 

To-day at Dungarvan 150 hefty farmers from 
the surrounding districts proved their 
adaptability as workers by unloading from 
the steamship Lady Belle most of the flour, 
coke, and other material that had remained 
in the vessel’s hold since last Monday, 

The branches of the Farmers’ Union re- 
presented were :—Aglish, 25; Ballinameela, 
15; Stradbally, 25; Kilrossanty, 50. What 
they Jacked in experience was fully coin- 
Bee for by enthusiasm. By working in 
atches, all took their part in the demonstra- 
tion, and rapid progress was made. 

A strong guard had been placed on the 
vessel] overnight, and during the forenoon a 
large force of the Spetial Infantry * Corps, 
under Commandant Hetherington, arrived 
from Waterford to prevent interference with 
the farmers. 

At the appointed hour the whole contingent 
of farmers marched in a body to the quay. 
They made an imposing display as they 
cg into the corn and flour miljs store of 
Messrs. A. Moloney and Sons, Lid., where 
they were told off for their duties. These 
they carried out with great vigour, and little 
remained in the hold of the hie when they 
knocked off work for the day. i 

Their arrival was greeted with sarcastic 
remarks from a crowd of strikers, who had 
gathered on the quay. They passed, how- 
ever; and before they set to work soldiers 
were posted, so as to keep off unwelcome 
spectators, 

No strike picket was visible on the road 
between Waterford and Dungarvan, and no 
sign of Labour was perceptible until I reached 
mv destination. 

The Lady Belle is a vessel of 300 tons, which 
was specially bought 5 months ago by Messrs. 
Moloney for the conveyance of goods to Dun- 
garvan, when railway communication with 
that important centre of distribution was cut 
off. The steamship Cargan, belonging to 
Messrs. K. Williams and Co., was secured for 
a similar purpose, goods being despatched 
over a great part of the country—as far off 
as’ Clonmel, Youghal and Lismore. 

GUARANTEE REFUSED. 

When the Lady Belle arrived this day 
week about 70 tons of cargo were unloaded 
before the Transport Workers asked for a 
guarantee that the firm ‘would not supply 
farmers. Messrs. Moloney refused to give a 
guarantee, and fell in with the Traders’ As- 
sociation, which decided that the farmers 
should have their wants -supplied. The 
Transport Workers employed at Messrs. 
Moloney’s were then called out, including 
foux lorry drivers, who deliver bread to 
people in half the county. About 200 workers 
are now disemployed, and many of these as- 
sembled at the quay to see the farmers at 
work. 

The two creameries here—the Shandon 
Dairy, the property of Mr. Dunne, and the 
Dungarvan Co-Operative Creamery, Ltd.—are 
among the business places concerned, and, as 
Mr, Fitzpatrick, manager of the Co-Operative 
Creamery, told me, both creameries are stand. 
ing shoulder to shoulder in the fight against 
Bolshevism. In the Co-Operative Creamery 
the trouble started Jast Friday, when one of 
the farmers from the affected area was refused 
attention by one of their men. His services 
were dispensed with, and the rest 
of the staff, belonging to the Trans- 
port Union, left their employment. Only the 
manager, assistant manager, and dairymaids, 
who are not members. of a union, are left 
to carry on the concern. Arrangements were 
made. to carry on the work with the volun- 
tary aid of from 70 to 80 farmers’ sons. This 
is now being done with great success. These 
young farmers are from the western district 
of the county, where there is no labour 
trouble, and there is no present indication ‘of 
any upheaval] in consequence of their action. 

USING THE CREAMERIES. 

Mr. Dempsey, Chairman of the local branch 
of the Farmers’ Union, informed me that after 
to-morrow there would be no milk taken at 
the co-operative creamery from anyone ex- 
cept members of the Irish Farmers’ Union. 
As a result, he said, every farmer in the 
county-—-even the man with two cows—had 
now joined up. The manager of the creamery 
also works the gas engine, and when I 
arrived to-day the place was a hive of in- 
dustry. 

At one time during the evening the strikers 
got restive, and as Mr. Desmond Kelly, as- 
sistant secretary of the Waterford Farmers’ 
Union, was walking along, with one of the 
farmers, they rushed at and maltreated him. 
The farmer was also struck, and the incident 
would probably have become more serious 
but for the prompt arrival of the military and 
the Civic Guards, who made two arrests. One 
of the men arrested subsequently admitted 
having committed the assault. Some other 
assaults took place, and arrests will probably 
follow, 

On inquiry at the Transport Union head- 
quarters in Waterford, I was told that the 
result. of the farm Isabourers’ ‘ballot on the 
question of arbitration was not yet available. 
There were, I was told, no fresh develop- 
ments. 

The Distributive Workers’ Union members

RUPTURE WITH BRITAIN 
EXCEEDINGLY REMOTE. 
From Over Dretomatic CORRESPONDENT. 

LONDON, Monday.

In reference to other similar. cases, it is 
pointed out that during the period in quee- 
tion many Russian subjects suffered serious 
damage as the result of operations instigated 
or supported by Great Britain, and, therefore, 
claims and settlements would have to be on a 
basis of strict reciprocity. 

The propeganda problem was the most 
serious difficulty outstanding after the 
desnatch of the last Rritish Note. 

In regard to this, the Russian Government 
agrees broadly to the hilateral decleration 
suggested hv Lord Curzon, but considers 
certain textual changes mav he needed. 

As to the recall of the Soviet representatives 
at Kabul and Teheran, it is contended that 
this is a matter.of evidence, and. the Soviet 
Government claims to he in possession of facts 
refiecting equally on the conduct of certain 
British agents. It, therefore, holds that a 
conference to examine the evidence on either 
side is essential. It is implied that if genuine

EIGHT FOR ONE HOLE 
AT TROON, 
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SARAZEN’S LONG DRIVE. 
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From OUR Specian Correspondent. 
VROON, Monday. 

Though it should never ‘he difficz't for the 
first-class golfer to qualify for the Champion- 
ship when there are 80 places to be filled, it 
is always an anxious test, particularly for the 
player who does not make a good start. 

Walter Hagen, the holder, was in this posi- 
tion when he finished his round on the New 
course to-day in 82, but, inasmuch as it is 
probable that a second round of 78 wil! suffice 
to pass him into the list, he has little cause 
for anxiety. 

“ Have you heard that Hagen has taken an 
eight?” people asked on the New course, as if 
a champion never faltered. The ‘disaster ’’ 
occurred at the seventh hole, where the 
American sliced his ball badly. He found it 
perilously near out of bounds at the bottom 
of a gorse bush. Hagen looked at it for a 
moment or two. and then remarked, ‘‘ That is 
hopeless; pick it out, eaddie.” So he had 
to go back to the tee and drive again, and 
count three. 

This time he went to the other extreme, and 
hooked violently into the rough. He was 
still in the rongh after having played his next, 
and then he did what one might have expected 
from a f®ervous amateur—he tamely chipped 
into a bunker in front of his face at the 
corner of the green. Hagen is not the con- 
fident golfer of a year ago. The game 
suddenly seemed to have become difficult for 
him. He was dissatisfied with his pniting, 
and repeatedly tried the shots over again, and 
he was uncertain from the tee. 

MITCHELL'S MISFORTUNE. 

The New course is, perhaps, four strokes 
harder than the Municipal course. In these 
cireumstances, it was surprising that neither 
Duncan nor Mitchell took the trouble to have 
a trial round over it. With 78 Duncan was 
comfortably placed, and so was Mitchell with 
79, but they ouglit to have done better. 

Mitchell's 35 for the first half was the 
best of the day, but at the 11th he was upset 
by an unhappy incident. His second shot 
struck a roller on the side of the fairway, 
and it was never seen again. Then a steward 
unintentionally held them up on the next tee 
for about five. minutes The official was 
standing some way down the course with his 
red flag pointing upwards, and naturally this 
wes taken as a danger signal, and it was 
not until someone went forward to find out 
the cause of the delay that it was discovered 
that the steward was not intending to make 
any signal, This incident. after the loss of 
the ball, put Mitchell off his game, and he 
neeled 44 to come home. 

It had been hoped that the amateurs, 
Roger Wethered and Cyril Tolley, would do 
well, but the champion played very badly. 
He lost his ball at the 7th, and, like Hagen, 
took eight, and he lost another ball at the 
9th. At this point he had taken 45, and I 
am afraid that he may not qualify. 

Tolley, on the other hand, promised to re- 
turn a fine score—he had an average of only 
one over fours for the first eleven holes— 
but the strong wind was against the players 
going home, and he finshed weakly in 6, 4, 
5, 5. Still. 78 was good enough. 

Wethered had still another eight. Slicing 
his drive into a ditch, he tried to play out, 
but only drove the ball into the mud. 

THE VETERANS. 

One of the outstanding features of the gclí 
on the Municipal course was James Braid’s 
round of 72. He played the game almost as 
well as we thought it could be played, hitting 
a jong ball and holing the putts confidently. 
Fred Robson took one more, and Gordon 
Lockhart, the ex-Prestwick amateur, who is 
now professional at Gleneagles, one more still, 
traid’s was the best round of the day. 
Taylor, Vardon an@ Herd, all played good 
golf, and finished well up im the list. 

Of the Americans, Gene Sarazen and 
Macdonaid Smith did the best. They were 
engaged on the Municipal course, and each 
did 75. Sarazen created a big impression, 
and of the overseas chaljlengors I think he is 
the most dangerous. He is a romarkable 
little fellow. Though the stands less than 
5ft. Sin., he hes the power of a man twice his 
size. Indeed, he is as long a hitter as I have 
ever seen, 

The first hole tells eloquently of his capabi- 
lities. It measures 517 vards, and he reached 
the green with a driver and a mashie. Of 
course, the wind was dead behind, but it was 
the longest drive I remember to have seen. 
Had I not been present I would not have be- 
lieved the shot possible. The other Amer't- 
cans were high in the list, but all the chief 
men are likely to qualify.

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STRUCK SUBMERGED WRECK 
OFF QUEENSTOWN, 

After her .collision with what is thought 
to have been floating wreckage, the White 
Star liner Baltic returved to the Mersey at 
8 o clock yesterday morning, and went into 
dock without approaching the landing stage. 

Captain Roberts, in an interview. said that 
the Baltic leit Queenstown just after 10 a.m. 
on Sunday, and at 10.15 the mishap occurred 
‘The mate said to ine,” he stated, '' that is 
an unusual vibration It sounded rather 
like the winding of an anchor chain, 
and I had a thorough examination made while 
the vessel continued her journey. We were 
off the Fastnet when I decided to turn back, 
and I had the pumps working the whole 
time. It is impossible ven now to say 
whether the damave is serious or not.” 

The ship ia said to be leaking in No. 4 
hatch owing to the plates on the starboard 
side of the bows being damaged. Sir Herbert 
T. Robson, one of the first-class passengers, 
said that he was on deck at the time, and 
the ship seemed to have a slight tremor. A 
Liverpool cotton merchant said that very few 
of the passengers felt the collision at all. On 
the other hand, two or three of the crew, who 
were in their bunks im the bows of the ship, 
speak of having been thrown out by the 
shock. There was no excitement.

The Executive Committee of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union issued 
the following statement from their temporary 
offices, 13 Westmoreland street, Dublin, last 


night :— 

‘ The. Executive Committee of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union de- 
sires to inform its members that James 
Larkin, and other persons acting with him, 
some of whom are not metmbers of the Union, 
have taken possession of the Head Office of 
the Union and of Libertly Hall, and refused 
admittance to the Generad President, General 
Treasurer, and other members of the Execu- 
tive Committee, who were prevented by force, 
under Mr. Larkin’s personal direction, from 
entering the Head Office puemises on this day 
(June 11). 

““ Following this illegal action, the staff at 
the Head Office at once left) the premises, and 
the branch staít at Liberty Hall also refused 
to carry on. 

‘“‘ The Executive Committee wishes to assure 
members that all necessary steps are being 
taken to vindicate the autharity of the Execu- 
tive Committee chosen by fihe members, and 
that it is hoped to again have possession of 
the Head Office in the space of a few days. 
In the meantime, temporary headquarters 
have been opened at 13 Westmoreland street. 

“On Sunday, June 10th, at a meeting of 
Dublin No. 5 Branch of the Union, Mr 
Larkin attended, and made a number of 
outrageous charges, such as corruption, freud, 
and robbery against members of the Executive 
Committee, and then appealed to a section of 
the andience to refuse a hearing to any 
speaker except himself. 

“ When the Chairman of the Branch de- 
clined to do this, Mr. Larkin ordered the 
Chairman out of the chair, and simultaneously 
declared the Executive Committee suspended, 
and himself appointed to take over the affairs 
of the branch, and the meeting at an end, 
Following this. we understand that Mr. 
Larkin attended an alleged meeting of Dublin 
No. 1 Branch in the Mansion House, which 
was an illegal meeting, not having been sum- 
moned by the Branch Committee or branch 
officials, none of whom were present, and he 


tee suspended, branch officers and Committee 
dismissed, and himself appointed to take over 
control of the branch. : 

This (Monday) morning the General Presi- 
dent. General Treasurer and other members 
of the Executive Commitee, on presenting 
themselves at the Head ‘Office of the Union 
(09 Parnell square), were refused admittance, 
by persons who stated that they were acting 
with the authority of Mr. Larkin, and on the 
members of the Executive Committee insisting 
on their right to enter the premises, Mr. 
Larkin came on the scene, assisted the others 
in forcibly ejecting the members of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and cJosed the door in their 
laces. 

3v an unanimous vote, the Executive 
Committee has suspended James Larkin from 
the General Secretarvship, and we feel sure 
that their action in doing so, and firmly re- 
sisting these wrecking tactics, will be en- 
dorsed by the members of the Union as a 
whole, 

‘We ask the members to stand firm in 
this crisis, as they have done on other 
occasions, against massed attacks by em- 
ployers and British military aggression. They 
may rest assured that the Executive Com- 
mittee will do its duty faithfully and fear- 
lessly to vindicate the members’ authority. 
and to insist that the Union is not handed 
over to the dictatorship of one man, but is 
controlled by the Executive Committee, 
elected in a proper, orderly manner, in 
accordance with the rules, to carry out the 
instructions of its members.

ANGORA DELEGATES TALK OF 


WITHDRAWING. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

The economic negotiations at Angora are 
not progressing satisfactorily, the Turkish 
Government being unwilling to admit the 
principle of indemnification of war losses and 
requisitions, except from funds already in 
the hands of the Powers. 

The .Furks are, furthermore, showing an 
unreasonable spirit in the matter of the adap- 
tion of concessions to post-war conditions, 
while the dilatoriness of the Turkish methods, 
coupled with the congestion of affairs, is a 
source, of disappointment and delay. 

Delegates are living under conditions of 
great discomfort, owing to the primitive 
arrangements of their accommodation. The 
representative of the Boracic Mines. left 
Angora on Friday on his way to London, and 
all the other delegates seem to think that 
there is no other alternative than to with- 
draw, owing to the impossibility of finding a 
basis of agreement.

UNITED STATES FLOODS.

KANSAS CITY, Monday. 

Three days’ torrential rain has resulted in 
the flooding of the low-lying district of the 
States of Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas, with 
the loss of at least five lives; while the 
property damaged is valued at severa! million 
doliars. Three thousand people have been 
rendered homeless at Arkansas City and 
many hundreds at Winfield.—(Reuter.) 


COMPENSATION CLAIMS. 


FREE STATE’S POWER TO 
REPEAL ACTS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, sr 
W. Davison asked the Under Secretary ol 
State for the Colonies whether hé was aware 
that the Criminal and Malicious Injuries 
(Amendment) Bill, 1925, had now passed all 
its stages in the Parliament of*the Irish Free 
State; whether he was aware that the pro- 
visions of the said Act deprived British 
citizens of rights which they possessed under 
decrees obtained while Great Britain was still 
responsible for the government of Southern 
Ireland, and failed to provide the compensa- 
tion in respect of damage to life and property 
which was agreed to betweén the Irish and 
British plenipdtentiaries at the time of the 
signing of the Treaty; and what action the 
British Government were taking to safeguard 
the interésts of British subjects in Southern 
Ireland, which were gravely prejudiced by 
the terms of the above Act. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—In reply to the first part 
of the question, I presume the hon. gentle- 
man is referring to the bill which, as amended 
in some important respects, has become the 
Damage to Property Compensation Act, and 
has received the Governor-General’s assent 
on behalf of His Majesty. . As regards the 
second part, it was always contemplated by 
His Majesty's Government and the Provisional 
Government that as soon as the Compensation 
(Ireland) Commission was established by 
agreement. between the two Governments 
that Commission should be the sole tribunal 
for the assessment of compensation in re- 
spect of damage to property during the period 
covered by the terms of its reference, and 
that proceedings or decrees with respect of 
such decrees in respect of such damage taken 
before, or issued by, any other tribunal should 
be void. 

As regards injury to the person, His 
Majesty's Government assumed full habuility 
for the payment of compensation to their own 
supporters, and no statutory —provt- 
ion on this subject by the Free 
State Parliament is, therefore, necessary. In 
reply to the third part of the question, the 
understanding between the two Governments 
was that in respect to injury to the person 
or property arising after the truce equitable 
compensation should be paid. As to the 
fourth part of the question, | can assure my 
hon. friend that this matter is continuing to 
engage the close and earnest attention of His 
Majesty's Government. 

Sir W. Davison—Can the hon. gentleman 
say how can an act of Parliament passed by 
any Parliament other than this take away 
from a British citizen the right he had ob- 
tained under a decree of a British court. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—The Irish. Free State 
can repeal any Act passed by this Parliament— 
(cries of ‘‘Oh’’)—almost any Act, under the 
powers conferred on it. It has the constitu- 
tional power, if His Majesty assents to it, 
under the powers given to it under the Home 
Rule Act passed last December. 

Sir W. Davison—With regard to decrees 
which have been obtained in British courts by 
British citizens in Ireland prior to the Treaty, 
are British citizens not entiiled to claim the 
enforcement of these decrees, unless the 
British Parliament passes an Act to the con; 
trary effect? 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—It was arranged between 
the late Government and the then Provisional 
Governmgnt that undefended decrees should 
come up for review, but defended decrees 
are regarded as final 

Mr. MacPherson—-Do we understand that 
decrees granted by the appropriate authority 
in Ireland are to be declared null and void 
by the Free State Government? 

Mr. Ormsby Gore I understood that it had 
been made clear long before I took office that 
these undefended decrees would have to be 
examined before a tribunal. Defended decrees 
cannot, and are not, to be re-opened under this 


Act. 

Mr. MacPherson said that he would call 
attention to the matter at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. :

ORIGIN OF THE REVOLUTION. 

Tn a message from Vienna 7’he Times Cor 
respondent says :—Professor Vladimir Molloff, 
a former Bulgarian Minister for Railways, 
who escaped arrest by M. Stambulisky’s (o- 
vernment by taking refuge in Vienna, gives 
the following account of the origin of the 
revolution and the personality of the new 
Prime Minister, who is a former pupil oí his. 
Alexander Zankoft began, over a year ago, 
to make preparations for os erthrowing Stam 
bulisky by forming around him a league of 
patriotic persons without regard to party, The 
new Prime Minister studied in Sofa and 
Munich, and travelled extensively during the 
war in Austria. Hungary, and Germany. He 
was a personal friend of Stambulisky, and 
hetped to protect him during the war by 
secreting and destroying compromising docu 
ments of his. 
Stambulisky threw 
overboard. 

After Zankoft’s best 
been murdered by Stambulisky’s agents, he 
was himself persecuted, and had to go into 
hiding for fear of sharing the same fate. 
Zankoff stands in the best of relations to the 
King, with whose knowledge the coup dctat 
was probably carried out. Alexander Zankoft 
is not to be confused with his brother, Arsen, 
who was formerly a Socialist member of the 
Sobranye.

PEACE ON RAILWAYS.

CONFERENCE ONLY WAY TO 
SETTLE DISPUTES 

The President of the National Union of 
Railw aymen, Mr. J. Marchbank, addressed a 
mass meeting of the members im Belfast on 
Sunday evening, as did also Mr. J. Berming- 
ham, Irish secretary, and they were the 
guests of the Belfast branches at dinner. Mr. 
rhomas Ward presided. : 

The Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, Minister 
of Labour, who responded to the toast of 
“The Governor and the Parliament ct 
Northern Ireland,’ said that he supposed 
it was inevitable that capital and labour 
should not always see eye to eve as to how 
general prosperity could best be attained; 
but at the same time he thought that it was 
widely recognised that, just as labour was 
an essential factor in the process of produc- 
tion,’ so capital as a controlling influence 
conid not be done without. Each, in his 
opinion, had to plav fair and square, or a 
full measure of prosperity could not be at- 
tained. 

‘ Lock-outs and strikes in themselves settle 
nothing,” he said. ‘It is only at the con- 
ference table, where a reasonable and friendly 
atmosphere exists, that differences can be ad- 
justed, and, in my opinion, stoppages in 
industry are to be deprecated strongly by 
every right thinking man. They should only 
be resorted to when substantial grievances 
exist, and when every avenue towards peace 
has been explored. Of ali stoppages, a rail 
way stoppage would be the worst, becayse ot 
the inevitable suffering and misery which 
would be caused to those not directly as- 
sociated with the dispute. I hope, therefore, 
that our new machinery of negotiation will 
run smoothly, and prevent in our time a stop- 
page on our railways, which, assuredly, if 
prolonged, would mean disaster.’’ 

Mr. J. Bermingham proposed ‘‘ The Rail- 
way Services.’" He said that the N.U.R. had 
been engaged for years in negotiations with 
the railway companies, and were still neco- 
tating for the purpose of arriving at an 
amicable arrangement. They were a const’. 
tutional orgamisation, and were det 
not to be at every beck and call, to he ‘‘ called 
out’ at every tronble that micht arise.

At the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, yester- 
day, before the Lord Chief Justice and a 
city special jury, the hearing was resumed, 
for the eighth day, of the probate suit, Croker 
v. Croker, which is concerned with the will. 
dated October 12, 1919, of the late Mr. 
Richard Croker, of Glencairn, Stillorgan, Co. 
Dublin. 

The plaisitiff is Richard Croker, the eldest 
son of the testator, resides at 115 East 40th 
Street, New York. U.S.A., and seeks to have 
the will condemned on the usual grounds. 
The defendant is Mrs. Bula F. Croker, the 
second wife and the widow of the testator. 
Mrs. Ethel White, sister of the plaintiff, of 
Cedarhurst, Long Island, New York, appears 
as an intervenient, and, by permission of 
the Court, pleads that the will was obtained 
by fraud on the part of Mrs. Bula Croker, 
the defendant, and alleges that she was, un- 
known to the testator, the lawful wife of 
Guy K. Marone described as a tailor, with 
whom she had lived as his lawful wife at 
Northampton, Mass., U.S.A., in 1911-32, and 
came ge New Brunswick, Canada, in 

914. 

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, Mr. J. C. R. Lardner, 
h.C., and Mr. Kenneth Dockréll (instructed 
by Messrs. Montgomery and Chayter) ap- 
peared for Mr. Richard Croker, the plaintiff. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, Mr. Patrick Lynch, 
K.C,; Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C.; and Me. 
Costello (instructed by Mr. H. B,: O'Hanlon) 
appeared for Mrs. Bula E. Croker, the de- 
fendant.

PLAINTIFF FURTHER CROSS-EX AMINED 

At the sitting of the Court, Mr. Richarou 
Croker, jun., the plaintiff,. re-entered the 
witnes# box, and was further cross-examined 
by Mr. Lynch, K.C. 


Counsel mentioned the names of a number 


of persons who were present at the marriage. 


of his father and the defendant. They in- 
cluded American lawyers and millionaires. 

The plaintiff, further questioned. said that 
he made inquiry about the moral character 
of Mrs. Croker prior to her marriage to his 
father. He could not fix the date subsequent 
to the marriage when he caused inquiries to 
be made. 

Having his attention directed to the Savoy 
Hotel incident at New York, when the de- 
fendant alleged that there was a heated 
scene, the plaintiff said that. three summonses 
were served on his father between eleven 
o'clock and midnight on that date. When 
the summonses were served, his father took 
them and threw them on the floor. 

Asked when he employed an “ investigator ”’ 
in Dublin, the plaintiff said: “‘I have no 
investigator here.’ 

When did you again take up the tracks 
of Mr. and Mrs. Croker? When I received 
information about the transfer of property 
from my father to his wife. It was Mr. 
Ryan, a lawyer 11 New York, who recom- 
mended Mr. A. V. Smith to the witness as 
an investigator. The witness employed Mr. 
Smith to come to Ireland and inquire about 
his father’s will and property. hat was 
Mr. Smith’s sole business in Ireland. 

Further questioned, the plaintiff said that 
Mrs. Ethel White, the intervenient, had called 
to see him 

Mr. Lynch—You are paying her costs? Yes. 

You are paying her solicitor here? I am 
not 

It was your solicitor employed her solicitor 
here—handed over what is called the citation 
to her! I don’t doubt that. 

‘At all events, you are paying him? 


SEARCHING THE RECORDS. 

Replying to further questions, he said that 
his sister had put forward a plea that Mrs. 
Croker was married prior to her marriage with 
Mr. Croker. That referred to Northampton.

The witness, cross-examined regarding the 
estate of his late brother Frank, said that the 
Roebling Construction Company stock which 
his brother had held became worthless, and 
nobody in his family ever got one sixpence 
out of the Roebling Construction Company. 
All the taxable costs in the Palm Beach 
action, he said, had been paid to the Clerk of 
the Court there. The trust at present was 
approximately $140,000. 


THE DETECTIVES. 

May I take it, said Mr. Lynch, before we 
part that you employed these detectives three 
or four months after your father’s marriage - 
Yes. 

Before leaving for Ireland in 1915 your 
father made a will leaving you everything if 
the ship went down; was he competent ‘to 
make a will then’—I will not venture an 
opinion about. that: I do not think that I am 
qualified to say. 

Whether qualified or unqualified, when had 
you first your doubts about his being fit to 
make a will?—I do not think I would be com 
petent to testify to the testamentary capacity 
of anybody. 

As I understand it, the position is that you 
do not profess yourself to be competent to »x- 
press an opinion as to your father's testa- 
mentary capacity ’—I do not. 

Or. Mrs. Croker’—I do not 

And in 1915, when she was a guest in your 
house for two days, the night before she left 
she made a will in your favour, leaving you 
everything—if she had anything to leave?— 
Yes 
sv Was she a refined or cultured woman then '— 
I should say not. 

Was she a refined or cultured woman then ’— 
I answered that on Friday. 

Well, answer it again on Monday. Was she. 
im your opinion, in April, 1915, a refined and 
cultured woman when she made the will in 
your favour’—I had not the information then 
that I had since. 

You had a detective after her for three or 
four months after her marriage to your father 
in November, 1914, and you had a detective 
after her at the time she made the will in 
your favour?’—After that and before that I 
was ascertaining as to the representations she 
had made to my father before the marriage.

Further questioned, the witness said that 
the only investigator that he had employed 
was Carter. He now heard for the first time 
that the offices of Mrs. Croker’s solicitors here 
were ‘‘investigated’’ and watched con- 
tinuously since March last. Carter was not in 
court, but was in Dublin—where he did not 
know. He parted from him shortly before 11 
o'clock on the previous night. 

THE PALM BEACH PROPERTY. 

The witness further stated that when his 
father got married in 1914 he had a large 
tract of property in Palm Beach. He had 
about a mile of frontage and acquired 
another mile ga, “on His first pur- 
chase cost about a dollar a foot,"and he sold 
part at 100 or 150 dollars a foot. The price 
of the property which the testator gave the 
witness, and which he afterwards returned to 
him at his father’s request was 25 dollars a 
foot. 

In reply to Mr. Lardner, the witness said 
that he had paid to Mr. Carter 2,900 dollars 
to defray the expenses of witnesses. 

With reference to the trust fund, the fact 
was “that it had grown ever since he became 
trustee, because he never received any com- 
mission, which, therefore, went to increase the 
fund. 

Why did you employ these investigators at 
first? To determine, at first, whether the re- 
presentations that had been made by her to 
my father were true or not. 

You were asked to employ detectives with 
regard to other members of your family? By 
my father. 

Did you introduce to your father the lady 
you intended to marry’ Yes. 

And did your father approve of the 
marriage’ Yes. 

And did he continue al) along on terms of 
affection with your wife? Certainly he did— 
upon gil occasions. — : 

Did you hear until to-day that anyone was 
watching this solicitor’s office; and did you, 
or anyone on your behalf, pay any remunera- 
tion for’any such work? Certainly not. 

: AN EXECUTOR’'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. T. J. Fleming, examined by Serjeant 
Sullivan, said that he had known the late Mr. 
Croker for about 17 years. He met him

g. His name appeared as a 
witness to the will of October 1B. 1919. 


Have you any persona! recollection of it? 
No personal recollection of it whatever. 

During your visit to Glencairn did Mr. 
Croker speak to you on many occasions about 
the disposition of his property? He did. | 
spoke to him up to the very end of the last 
year. 1 was given to understand that he had 
very little property outside Glencairn and 
the horses. 

And what was to happen the property’? He 
told me that I was to be executor of his wall. 
He said that he was giving Glencairn to 
Mrs. Bula Croker for her lifetime, and during 
his lifetime, and that after that Glencairn was 
to go to the Sisters of Charity. ‘the horses 
we hrood mares were to be Mrs. Croker’s 
property absolutely. 

Was Mrs. Croker present at any of your 
conversations with Mr. Croker? At nearly ail 
of them I should say. 

Did you hear Mrs. Croker make any observa. 
tion about her husband’s children’ 

Serjeant Hanna objected to the question on 
the ground .that Mrs. Croker had not been 
examined about it in her evidence. 

After some argument between counsel, 

The Lord Chief Justice suggested that the 
defendant should be recalled. 

MRS. CROKER RECALLED. 

Mrs. Croker, recalled, denied that she had 
ever made to her husband charges in dis- 
paragement of his children. She had too much 
respect for him to make charges against his 
childrert. She did pot state, in the presence 
of Mr. Fleming, that the children had robbed 
their father. Her husband often made the 
statement to her friends th® Richard had 
robbed him, but she never made that state 
ment, nor did she say that her husband’s 
children had taken all the American estate 
and left her only what she had in Ireland. 

Mr. Fleming, resuming his evidence, stated, 
in reply to Serjeant Sullivan, that on 
frequent occasions Mrs. Croker made state- 
ments to her husband regarding his children. 
She usually said that Mr. Croker was a 
very good father to his children, and that 
the ingratitude of the children was terrible, 
and that Richard Croker had cheated or 
swindled his father out of various properties. 
The conversation conveyed to him that Glen- 
cairn and Wigwam, at Palm Beach, gwere 
practically the only property left. 

Cross-examined by Serjeant Hanna, the wit- 
ness said that he had been a very great friend 
of the late Mr. Croker. He did not go to 
Mr. Croker’s funeral. He was not in Dublin 
at the time. He did not pay any visit of 
consolation to Mrs. Croker after the death 
of her husband, and he did not visit Mr. 
Croker in his illness. The last time that he 
saw the late Mr. Croker was nearly twelve 
months before his death. He did not re- 
member the execution of the will of October, 
1919, nor that he was sent for to witness it. 
In his opinion, M:. Croker was capable of 
doing what he did on that occasion. 

One of the reasons why he: gave up going 
to Glencairn was that he thought it was 
perfectly disgusting the way that Mrs. Croker 
never allowed an opportunity to pass of 
poisoning the mind of her husband against 
his children. The only thing that Mr. 
Croker ever told him about his children was 
that bis sun Richard did not like Glencairn, 
did not like the horses, and that he would 
never remain for very long at Glencairn. 
He never told him that his son Richard had 
brought several actions, against him, but 
towards the latter part of -1920 the witness 
knew something about these actions. 

Serjeant Hanna—That’s strange. It may 
be strange. but it is true. He did not take 
rooms for Mr. Richard Croker in the Marine 
Hotel when Mr. Croker came over, nor had 
he frequently been in his company. He bad 
been in his company on two occasions only. 

How did they get hold of you, asked 
Serjeant Hanna. 

Witness—Nobody ever got hold of me. 

Where were you yesterday’ I was sailing 
in the forenoon for about two hours. 

Who was with you? Mr, Howard Croker. 

MR. HOWARD CROKER. 

Mr. Howard Croker was examined, and 
stated, in reply to Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, 
that he was born in 1886, and was a younger 
brother of Richard, the plaintiff. e lived 
with his father and mother and the family 
until the separation of his father and mother. 
He did not know what the reason of the 
separation of his father and mother was. He 
had never heard either side discuss it. 

Serjeant Sullivan—When you came of age, 
what provision did your father make for you? 
He did not make any direct provision, except 
that which was made between himself and 
my mother. 

" Serjeant Sullivan—On what terms. were you 
with your father up to the time of his second 
marriage’ Very friendly. 

When did you first hear of his approaching 
marriage to Sis second wife? I think it. was 
about’ three days before. 

After the wedding, did you treat his wife 
with courtesy.and respect? I did, yes. 

And .until the later period we are dealing 
with, did yqp still remain on terms of affec- 
tion with your father? I did, always. 
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| When did you first have an opportunity of | 


seeing your father alone after this dispute 
occurred with Richard’ The first opportunity 
I had to see him alone was in Palm Beach 
in 1919—in February, 1919. My father had 
been ill. He was recuperating at that time. 
I remained at Palm Beach about a week. 

Mre. Croker has given in evidence that 
you went out with her when she Went out to 
do her shopping on a number of occasions? 
I did. 

There is one day that she went out, and 
you did not acéormpany her! “Fhat is right. 
" And was that the first occasion on which 
you had an opportunity of speaking to your 
iather alone’ Yes. 

What did you say to him on that occasion? 
I told him that I knew there had been some 
misunderstanding between himself and my 
brother Richard. T told him I did not like 
to see things that way between them. I 
asked him why he did not go to New York 
on one of his visits, or on his way abroad, 


and go into the matter more thoroughly with 
Richard: that I was sure there must be 
cm, misunderstanding of some sort, that 
Richard felt very, very badly about the 
vhole matter. and that it was only fair to 
tim that he should go into the whole matter 
and find out whether the charges that he 
had made were true or not. The answer he 
made was that the charges were true. He 
suid the charges were all true. that it would 
de.no good for him to go up to his brother's 
ofice and go over the books, as he knew 
nothing about books. In reply, I said that 
if that. were true, how did he know that 
Richard had mishandled his affairs or not,,. 


nd he replied that Bula had gone over the 
beoks and had told him so. He said that 
she was a ‘ery smart woman, and that you 
cculd not foo) her. 

Was there any heat or ill-temper or re- 
crimination betweefi you and your father on 
that occasion? None whatever. 

Or at any time was there any 
by your father of your attitude 
him ” No, there was not 

Serjeant Sullivan — You heard 
Croker’s account of it. Was that 
was not. 

Further examined, the witness that 
ihe next time he spoke to his father about 
these matters was at the Savoy Hotel. The 
witness made the same suggestion he had 
made at Palm Beach, and his father took 
up the same attitude as on the previous occa- 
sion. His father told him at Palm Beach 
that he brother was using the funds from 
the Trust for his own benefit. 
Sullivan—Was there any 
pleasantness or rudeness shown to 
father. at the Savoy Hotel? No. ) 
father, my sister, Ethel; my brother’s wife, 
and myself were present at the Savoy Hotel. 
Mv tather took Ethel and myself into his 
hedroom and closed the door. He asked me 
what we wished to discuss with him. I 
told him that I had come to ask him to ap- 
pornt another trustee in my brother’s place 
for this Trust Fund. I told him that my 
brother wished to be relieved from the 
trusteeship. The reply was that my brother 
could not be relieved, that he had mis- 
handled the funds in this Trust, and that 
uaill he made an actouatenug he would not 
relieve him. We had only got started in the 
conversation when his wife entered the room 
and stood alongside of him, and when my 
tather finis!.ed speaking and saying that he 
would not relieve my brother, his -wife spoke 
up and said that we had just come there to 
make trouble, that she would not stand for 
it, ard that she was going to call the police 
and have us put out. She went over to the 
telephone, when my father stopped her and 
told her that he would not have anything 
like that. 

MRS. CROKER’S CHARGES. 

Until she came into the room, had any- 
thing in the nature of rudeness been shown 
to your father? None whatever. After 
my father had prevented her from using 
the telephone, my father came back and we 
started to discuss the Trust Fund again. 
She told us that all the funds in that ‘irust 
belonged to my father, and that we were 
nei entitled to them, that Richard was with- 
holding them from my father, and that he 
was getting 25,000 dollars a year from the 
‘Trust. He told me there again that all his 
affairs were managed by his wife, who had 
investigated these matters. She had read 
the Trust instrument and had told him that 
ai! ve funds belonged to him. 

What charge was made 

Croker said there were some 
+ a not accounted for. 
.. ,» there any other charge mentioned? 
There was, the matter of the warehouse. 
Mrs. Croker said the warehouse belcng2d to 
my father. 

When next did you see your fathe Did 
yo see him in Florida in 1920? 1 did not. 
I went down there, and I went to a hotel. 
I do not know the name of it at present. 
I called up the Wigwam by telephone. 

Who answered you? Mrs. Croker 
auswered the telephone. I told her I - hed 
to talk to my father, and she told me then 
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that the only way I could talk to my father 


would be through attorney. 

Up to the time of his marriage, so far as 
you knew, was there any cause of trouble or 
i mplaint between your father and his chil- 
dren at all? No; none whatever. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. É: 
Hanna—There are two main

charges made against Mrs. 
undue influence and bigamy. Of these charges 
which would you say is the more serious?

He did not know that he would 
be any more or less truthful upon his oath 
than he would be otherwise. 


With reference to the proceedings at Palm 
Beach, the witness said that there had been 
a consultation between his brother Richard 
and Mrs. White and himself before the pro- 
ceedinys were brought 

Serjeant Hanna—And I suppose 
aware that the substance of those proceedings 
was to have vour father declared a lunatic?

The witness denied that when he left his 
father’s nerves were very much upset. 

Serjeant Hanna—When did vou first nbserve

call commenting to any person on my father’s 
mental incapacity at that time. I know that 
my father made a will in favour of my brother 
Richard in 1915. : 

What were the signs oí imbecility in your

Witness further said that Judge Donal de- 
cided in Mrs. Croker’s favour, and then the 
Court of Appeal in Florida did the same. 

You say in your charge that prior to 1913 
Miss Edmondson resided at Oklahoma for a 
number of years, What information had you 
of that’—I do not remember. i 

Was it a bow drawn at a venture?—I do 
not think so 

Then you say that prior to 1916 she became 
resident in New York—do you mean by that 
that after leaving Oklahoma in 1913 she had 
gone to New York — Yes. 

Do you suggest that she was passing from 
one place to another?—I do not suggest any- 
thing. 

Had not you detectives on her path. for 
years before 1920’—I think not. 

Had not you McCahill employed ?—Yes. 

Did not you tell your father beiore he 
married her things against her ?— Yes.

THE VISIT TO NORTHAMPTON. 
In the course of further cross-examination, 
the witness said that he never heard of 
Virginia Florrie nor had he read of her in 
the Boston Post. He did not know Paul 
Marone. 
Serjeant Hanna—Do you think we are a 
lot of idiots here? Most of us may be, but 
not all, and certainly not the jury. What 
took you to Northampton? I went to North- 
ampton to see if I could find Marone. He 
went there, he said, in reply to further ques- 
tions, at the end of 1919 or early in 1920 
during the Palm Beach spit.

She had been in New York; nobody brought 
her there.

Is there anything in writing in this case 
at all, counsel asked—anv document—or is it 
all on the telephone and verbal’? It is 


Mrs. Cunningham said that his mother was 
one of the first people who had helped her 
when she first came to New York; that she 
knew the present Mrs. Croker; that she had 
been told that she was not what she repre- 
sented herself to be. She said also that she 
knew a lady then in California who knew 
much more about Mrs. Croker than she did, 
and she said, when he asked her where Mrs. 
McDonald was. that she would be returning 
from California to New York in the spring. 
He told her he would like to meet Mrs. 
McDonald when she came to New York, and 
he met her there in March, 1920. He 
did not know what Mrs. Cunningham did for 
a living. He had not seen Mrs. McDonald 
for the past three years, and did not think 
that anybody had seen her on his behalf since. 

Mrs. McDonald, said the witness, told him 
that she thought that Mrs. Croker, whose 
photograph she saw, or whose picture she saw 
in a newspaper, was known to her as Mrs, 
Marone. He had not that photograph. He 
thought Mrs. Cunningham had it. He re- 
called, he said later, that Mrs .McDonald told 
him, when asked to come to New York to
